Ship ‘Floats’ in Rockies 


On ‘Sea’ of Own Making 

FAIRPLAY, COLO. — Eleven 
thousand feet up in the Rockies 
near here, a 2,000-ton ship is 
floating in a “sea’’ of her own 
creation. 

The vessel is a steel dredge 
and her skipper is a gold miner. 

The ship is moving slowly 


across a flat glacial basin by 
digging out the earth ahead and 
filling in the lake behind. Every 
cubic yard of earth scooped up 
is screened and panned for gold 


through sluices inside the 
dredge. 

Working around the clock, the 
dredge weekly eats away three- 
fifths of an acre of gold bearing 
earth to a depth of 70 feet, for a 
total of +some 100,000 cubic 
yards. And some weeks it takes 
in enough to clear expenses. 

To operate its 800 h.p. genera- 
tor, the dredge uses over 500,- 
000 kilowatt hours of electricity 
every month. This is enough to 
meet the domestic requirements 
of the near-by metropolis of 


Denver for nearly two weeks, 


Oldsters Right in Saying 
World Is Getting Warmer 
LONDON, ENGLAND.—Old peo- 


‘ple are always saying that the 


world is not the same as when they 
were young. They’re right, for the 
climate is getting warmer. 

Not only has the climate got 
warmer since the time of our 
grandparents, but it has got mark- 
edly warmer during the last 20 
years. This does not mean that the 
summers are hotter, or that. there 
is less rain, but it does mean that, 
on the average, the winters are 
much milder than they used to be, 

This is true throughout the world. 
The Sahara continually increases 
in size. The lakes of Africa get 
drier and drier. The glaciers in 
Norway, Africa and America are 
in retreat. Even the codfish is moy- 
ing farther and farther north and 
is now a major source of food in 
southwest Greenland, where it was 
almost unknown 20 years ago, 


There are many ways in which 
scientists can study climate, both 
in the past and in the present, For 
example, when glaciers retreat 
they leave records behind them in 
the shape, type, texture and size of 
the soil and stones, They also cut 
out valleys from the mountains and 
plateaus so that we can easily trace 
where these glaciers used to be. 
This information can be combined 
with the findings of archeologists 
and social historians. 


Parable Reenactment 


Aids Vicar’s Church 


» EARLEY, ENGLAND, — Vicar 
Stanley Robinson tested Saint 
Matthew's parable of the talents 
on 15 parishioners and found they 
had better business heads than 
the three servants in the Bible. 

To raise church funds, he gave 
each a shilling—l4 cents. 

Vicar Robinson’s flock turned in

Ula Pecos Hiver Bridge Ends 
Career After Long Service 

DALLAS, TEX.—The old Pecos 
river bridge — once the highest 
structure of its kind in the United 
States—is being retired after 52 
years of service. 

In 1921, a young army aviator 
swept low over the Pecos river and 
sent his open cockpit plane roaring 
under the bridge, the wingtips bare- 
ly missing the supporting spans. 
The aviator was Jimmy Doolittle, 
who has since done many even 
more daring things. 

The Pecos bridge long has been 
the pride of the Southern Pacific 
railroad. According to the company, 
the span is 321 feet above the river 
at its highest point, and 2,180 feet 
long. It was put into service in 
March, 1892. Before the war, it 
was capable of handling the freight 
loads and the comparafively slow 
speeds of locomotives then used; 
but during the war the increased 
loads and new high speeds made it 
necessary to build a more modern 
bridge. 

The latter span was completed in 
1944 and is now in use. The old 
bridge, however, was being dis- 
sembled for removal._to Guatemala, 
where it is expected to see further 
service as a highway bridge over 
one of the country’s deepes?

Not many leave the office pro- 
spective millionaires, staff mem- 
bers say. Too many times the arti- 
cles, turned up in attics or in other 
remote corners of the house, are 
neither rare nor in demand. Most 
have a price but usually it is a low 
one. 

Take Stradivarius violins. In- 
qduiries about them usually turn up 
in numbers following publicity 
about valuable newly found fiddles, 
according to John M. Douglas, as- 
sistant in the history department. 

“A person who has a violin in his 
attic remembers it has an old 
wooden case, cracked and aged 
looking and that it belonged to his 
grandfather,”’ Douglas said. ‘'That 
automatically makes it ‘very val- 
uable.’ It comes as a shock to him 
to learn it’s only worth $20 or $25,’’ 

The majority of owners are con- 
vinced when staff members. tell 
them they have copies but some go 
out thinking they still Have the real 
thing, he declared. 

Frequent inquiries also are made 
about old Bibles, said Eldon G. 
Wolff, acting curator of history. 
Usually the book has no value as 
an antique, he said. 

‘In early America, families 
moved around a great deal,’ he 
explained, ‘If they saved anything 
at all, it was the family Bible. As 
a result they're very common. In 
fact, they are the most common of 
all books.”’ 

Few of the numerous Indian head 
pennies that reach the office have 
any cash-in value, Wolff said. 

“Folks have an exaggerated idea 
of the value of antiquity,’’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘They get to talking and 
one tells another: ‘This thing must 
be worth a lot of money.’

CLEVELAND, OHIO, — Pel- 
leted garden seeds have been 
put on the market here after 
extensive use by the U.S, de- 
partment of agriculture for 10 
years.

By the pelleting process, the 
seeds are coated with hormones, 
fertilizer, vitamins and if that 


isn't enough, they get a layer of 


fungicides to make sure they 
will pop up through the soil, 
beat down any and all weeds 
and stand the cold weather 
without a layer of straw. 

Arnold Davis, director of the 
Garden Center, said much back- 
breaking labor will be saved by 
using the seeds. He said trans- 
planting and thinning is a thing 
of the past.

QUESTION: What is this 
itrange-sounding disease “anaplas- 
mosis”, and how serious is it? 

ANSWER: A blood disease of 
eattle which is spreading slowly 
<hroughout the country, Veterinar- 
ians say it’s the third most costly 
cattle disease in America, 

QUESTION: How does it affect 
cattle? 

ANSWER: The heart beats fast- 
er, the skin may get yellowish, 
milk production falls off; the 
animal gets listless and loses 
weight rapidly. A laboratory blood 
test often shows the dot-like para- 
site in red blood cells, 

QUESTION: What causes ana- 
plasmosis ? 

ANSWER: A tiny parasite which 
is sometimes car- 
ried by flies, mo- 
squitoes and 
ticks. Anaplas- 
mosis may also 
be spread by un- 
sterilized vaccin- 
ation needles and 
dehorning instru- 
ments, When the 
‘ infection is well 
established it destroys red blood 
cells, 

QUESTION: Do.cattle die from 
it? 


ANSWER : Yes. From one-fifth 
tu one-third of the infected ani- 
mals die, The ones that don’t die

Biography Tells 
Colorful Story 
Of Aaventurer 


MEW YORK.—-‘‘ifr. 
also is missing.” 

In that single line, hastily tacked 
'onto a list of shipwreck victims, 
the New York Herald in 1854 gave 
out the news that fate at last had 
caught up with a man who had 
been defying it for decades. 

It was not much of a requiem 
for the strange, cold adventurer 
who time and again had risked his 
life to paint a picture, who had ven- 
tured in disguise into Mohamme- 
dan holy of holies, who had sur- 
veyed South America’s first rail- 
road, who had helped open to the 
ken of Americans the lost cities 
of the Mayas, deserted and moul- 
dering in the central. American 
jungles. 

There were two significant things 
in the sentence. 

One was the ‘“missing.’’ Cather- 
wood. had been missing things all 
his life, particularly fame and far- 
tune. 

The second was the use of the 
term ‘Mr. Catherwood.’’ 
throughout his life, that was what 
he was. Reticent, quiet, silent, mod- 
est almost to the point of protec- 
tive coloring, he was:as ‘nlike an 
adventurer as an adventurer could 
be. His body went on deeds of der- 
ring do; his manners remained in 
a cutaway coat. 

Biography Tells Story 

A biography of the adventurous 
artist has just been published: 
“Frederick Catherwood, Archt.” 
It seems the first real attempt to 
show more than a wraith. 

Catherwood was born in London, 
England, in 1799, attended a school 
where he learned Latin, Greek and 
Hebrew, was apprenticed to an 
architect when 16. He became a 
member of ‘‘the Keats circle,’ 
headed by the poet, then, when 22, 
went to Rome where he probably 
had a romantic interlude with an 
eccentric noblewoman to whom 
such episodes were no novelty. 

Thence he went to Greece to 
study and sketch the ruins of her 
classic buildings, and dipped for 
the first time into adventure. 
Greece was revolting against the 
Turks and Catherwood was caught 
in Athens by a beseiging Turkish 
army. He continued his artistic 
Studies in the beleaguered city, 
making castings with his own 
hands, then escaped—no man 
knows just how—to Syria. 


Effected Escape 

There he found a merry private 
war raging between a sheik and an 
emir, He and a friend disguised 
themselves as Arabs and scurried 
into Egypt. 

Egypt then was boiling as a cen- 
ter for archeological research, Gio- 
vanni Belzoni, a circus strong man 
who had turned archeologist, had 
broken into the Khafre pyramid 
and discovered gold plated mum- 
mies ‘‘as thick as leaves.” A num- 
ber of wealthy Britons had gone to 
the country to record the wonders 
already uncovered and to look for 
new ones, 

For the next nine years, Cather- 
wood stayed in Egypt, with the ex- 
ception of one trip, not too success- 
ful, to London to make more mon- 
ey. He became part of a Nile ex- 
Pedition financed hy Dt Hay,

Paul M. Cook, chemical engineer 
in charge of the project, thinks 
the researchers should have 
enough data soon to put the under- 
taking on an industrial basis. 

Just now, scientists are starting 
their first small pilot plant. It is a 
futuristic looking collection of bar- 
rels and shallow rectangular tanks 


neering lab. 

Into each tank the researchers 
will put about 100 gallons of water, 
nitrates and a few minerals such 
as magnesium, iron and sulphur 
compounds, 

A few hundred little green one 
celled plants, too small to be seen 
individually, will be dumped into 
the tanks. Small pumps will stir 
the water and add carbon dioxide 
occasionally, Sunlight will do the
